The members of 
the posse escaped without injury and 
after the battle scattered the Indians

and wounded at Lusk tell the details 
of Sheriff Miller and Deputy Faulken- 
burg's deaths. The sheriff 
and five 


deputies had been on the trail of the 
Indians for several 
days,> and a few 


days ago captured five wagon loads of 
squaws and sent them to Newcastle. 
Saturday afternoon 
the posse met 


Eagle Feather and his band and com- 
manded that they surrender. 


Eagle Feather refused, and Sheriff 


MtlieranS deputies retreated, aot^ being 
sufficiently strong to risk a fight with 
the reds. Visiting the ranches in reach, 
Sheriff' Miller swore in deputies until 
his posse numbered 12 men, in addition 
to himself. 
They cut across country 


and headed the reds off, stopping them 
near the beaven dams on Lightning 
Creek. The warriors had stopped for 
the night in a tract of bad lands and 
evidently expected to be 
overtaken. 


Sheriff Miller again commanded them 
to surrender, but Kagle Feather again 
refused, and Black Kettle., a noted 
Sioux warrior and bad man, Sred on 
the slieriff. Dusk was falling, und in 
the darkness a pitched battle began. 
The Indians fired raoidly, but 
were 


wild, the white men deliberately 
and 


with steady aim. The battle devolved 
into a skirmish, the combatants firing 
irom behind tufts of bunch grass, from 
gullies and from 'slightest depressions 
in the ground. For an hour the shots 
followed one another closely, spurts of 
flame cutting through darkness like 
l.'ghtning flashes, while the demoniac 
whoops of the Indians and the chant- 
ing death song of the wounded ' added 
v.-eirdness to the scene. 


At the first fire Black Kettle, ntand- 


ing conspicuously in the open, fell and 
expired without a groan. The coolness ' 
of the white men won the fight, their 
lime was given wholly to shooting to 
till; they required no yelling demon- 
rtration to keep up their courage. As 
n-arrior after warrior fell confusion 
reized the Indians, andvthey fired more 
•wildly toward the flashes that revealed 
the whereabouts of the white men. and. 
forgetting 
their 
cunning, exposed 


themselves to the deadly aim of the 
lanchmen. A bullet took Faulkenburg . 
squarely in the neck, tearing a gapins 
wound that almsot divided his head 
from bis body. He died almost instant- '

been brewing for several years.

redskins refused to recognize the right 
of Wyoming to- forbid them killing 
more than a limited amount of game 
on their hereditary hunting grounds, 
and always have disregarded this law.

NEW YORK TIME. 


It 
the Standard Used In All Our 
Wen tiler Bureau Stations. 


When we read a report from any of 


the 160 regular weather bureau sta- 
tions throughout our land bringing the 
information that a rainstorm, a tor- 
nado or some other meteorological phe; 
nomenon began at a certain hour we 
need not suppose that the hour men- 
tioned refers to the time at the place 
wbere the observation was made. The 
hour gi"^ en is the exact New York time, 
for every clock at the regular weather 
bureau stations all over the land is set 
to the seventy-fifth meridian, or east- 
ern staud.nd time, which is exactly 
five hours behind Greenwich time. 


Only tLis standard of time is used 


in the text of the Monthly Weather 
Review, and all weather bureau ob- 
servers aie required to record observa- 
tions by rlt. The reason for this is that 
the best^ scientific deductions from the 
weather reports must be based upon 
the conditions of the atmosphere exist- 
ing simultaneously in different -parts 
of the country. 
It would be very.hadicrous if all the 


hundreds of reports sent daily Lad to 
be changed at the , central office in 
Washington from .local to eastern time", 
and so^all the regular observers are re- 
quired 'to use -the New York, or eastern 
time, in making their reports. 


There are many volunteer observers 


and newspaper correspondents who in 
reporting weather phenomena use oth- 
er standards of time. If the weather 
bureau has occasion to use their re- 
ports the time is often corrected to 
agree with the eastern standard or the 
local standard is mentioned.— Detroit 
Free Press.

GERMANY'S NAVY. 


Tbe -Kaiser's Policy For a. Mlfcbty 


Fleet of War Vessela. 


The following is Germany's naval 


programme which was to be completed 
by 191C, but the work has been so has- 
tened that the maximum strength of 
the "fleet will be reached before that 
year: Thirty-eight battle ships, four- 
teen' .large cruisers and Jbirty-eight 
small cruisers. In accordance with the 
emperor's scheme six more large cruis- 
ers and seven smaller ones were de- 
manded for use on foreign stations, but 
this portion of the programme could 
not be carried through the reichstag, 
and for the present it has been drop- 
ped, but only for the time. 


Germany pins her fortunes to the 


battle ship of moderate dimensions and 
on a small displacement arranges a 
heavy gnn^ower, and except as scouts 
to the great fighting ships she spends 
little or no money on cruisers. She has 
f our armored cruisers of just over 0,000 
tons in baud, but one searches in vain 
for leviathans of 14,100 and 14,800 
tons, which figure in the plans of Great 
Britain and the United States. Ger- 
many knows that she has not a long 
purst;, and she knows that the. next 
naval war will be decided by battle 
actions. 
Since she cannot afford to 


prepare for the sea fight and also 
moke provision for protecting her com- 
merce with war cruisers she concen- 
trates attention on the battle which 
vtit] decide the issues of a quarrel, and 
her armed merchantmen will have to 
render what aid they can to "her ship- 


In KM)G, when the numerical strength 


of-the fleet will have been doubled, the 
task of replacing the older battle ships 
will be taken in hand, and long before 
1916. in addition to the vessels which 
will have been built as net additions 
to the fleet Germany will have seven- 
teen new first class battle ships, ten 
large cruisers of the armored type and 
twenty-nine smaller cruisers. Conse- 
quently, when the scheme is complet- 
ed, the first line of the German navy 
Will comprise thirty-eight battle ships. 
the oldest dating back no farther than 
1S9S: fourteen large and thirty-eight 
smaller cruisers and also the ships she 
possessed in ISitS when she began the 
great scheme of augmentation.

In other words 
the promoters took a heroic profit fo 
their risk and trouble. Promoters di 
not work without pay, nor do grea 
bankers take heavy risks for nothing— 
truly, but from the beginning of tin 
world no such promoters' profits as 
these had ever been heard of. 
. Making great organizations is an ex 
citing game. 
Few men have heads 


cool enough to resist such excitement 
The president of the great companj 
soon lost his head. He was soon buy 
ing and selling a great steel plant on 
his own account at a fabulous profit 
But the business of the great compan' 
went on in a prosperous way, and its 
millions of dividends were paid quar 
terly.. Then a plan was made to con 
vert some of its stock into bonds, leav 
ing the rest of the stock, of course, a 
a disadvantage. Was this an intima 
tion that a time might come when the 
stock would receive lessened dividends 
or no dividends at all? The public be 
gan to be suspicious, and the stock be 
gan rapidly to fall in the market. 


The iron and steel trade has fallen 


off somewhat, not greatly. It is pros 
perous yet. But the high tide of the 
last two years is receding. When the 
time for declaring dividends comes the 
dividend on the common stock is cut In 
two-^-one-half of 1 per cent per quarter 
is declared instead of 1 per cent on the 
common stock.

The funda- 
mental, lasting, economic fact is that 
organization on such a basis is a cap- 
ital error. Earning capacity at any 
5iven tune is a shifting sand bar. 
There must be something more .sub- 
stantial than this at the base of in- 
dustrial organization when it becomes 
wholly honest.

rivaling those of Spaiu in splendor, 
were erected. The mai ble streets were 
crowded with gayly clad courtiers and 
Indian slaves, who toiled for them and 
brought them tribute troni mine and 
jungle. 


Then, in a night, the city vanished, 


and no one can tell-today what hap- 
pened to it. Xo survivors and no rec- 
ords were left behind to tell the tale. 
Today one can see, buried in tropical 
jungle, a mile of marble pavemeat and 
a few broken columns, .and arches. 
Nothing else remains of the Golden 
Seville, once so prosperous and splen- 
did, except a few contradictory na- 
tive traditions. These traditions va- 
riously ascribe the destruction of the 
city and its inhabitants to a mutiny of 
the oppressed Indians, an earthquake, 
a sudden visitation of-millions of red 
ants and an attack by French buc- 
caneers. The very memory of what 
was ouce the greatest city of, the new 
world has almost perished. Even in 
Jamaica few people know anything 
about the Golden Seville. 


The Spaniards made Saint Jago de la 


Vega, now called Spanish Town, their 
second capital. Time and again it was 
devastated by hurricane and plague, 
harassed by Indian revolts or ransack- 
ed by adventurous picaroons. Gradu- 
ally it sank from its high estate until 
now it is merely a squalid village. 


When the English conquered the is- 


land they made Port Royal their real 
capital, though Spanish Town remain- 
ed for some time the official seat of 
government. The emporium of the In- 
dies and the Spanish main, the market 
for the ill gotten p.nins of 10.000 buc- 
cajwers, Port .Royal soon beciune the 


richest and wicki-ilcst"cITy oTTlie new 
world. At (be height of Its Hplendor 
and Its vice it WHS destroyed within 
the apace of two mliiutcs by an earth- 
quake.

Plut'cs at once," wrote un eyewitness 
in 1002, a few days after the catastro- 
phe, "swallowed up Multitudes of Peo- 
ple together, whole Streets sinking un- 
der water with Men. Women and Chil- 
dren in them; and those Houses which 
but just now appeared the Fairest and 
Loftiest iti these Parts and might vie 
with the Finest Buildings In the World 
•were in a moment Sunk in the Earth, 
und nothing to be seen of them; such 
Crying, such Shrieking and Mourning 
I never beard, nor could anything in 
my Opinion appear more Terrible to 
the Eye of Man. Here a Company of 
People Swallowed up at once; there a 
•whole Street tumbling down, and in 
Another Place the Trembling Earth 
opening her Ravenous Jaws, let'in the 
Merciless Sea, so Unit this Town is be- 
come a Heap of Kuius. Several Peo- 
ple were Swallowed up of the Earth, 
•when, the So:i breaking in before the 
Earth could Close, they were w ashed 
up again and Miraculously saved from 
Perishing1. Others the Earth received 
up to their Necks, anil then Closed 
upon them and squeezed them to 
Death, with their Heads above Ground, 
many of which tin1 Dogs Eat; Multi- 
tudes of People Floating up and down, 
having no Burial. The Burying Place 
at the I'alisadoes is quite Destroyed, 
the Dead Bodies being washed out of 
their Graves, their Tombs beat to 
Pieces and they floating up and down; 
it is sad to think how we have Suf- 
fered. 


"The Earth hath still fits of Shaking, 


with very much Thunder and Light- 
ning, and dreadful Weather; yet this 
had so little effect upon some People 
here that the very same Night' they 
were at their Old Trade of Drinking 
and Swearing; breaking up Ware- 
houses; Pillaging and Stealing from 
their Neighbors, even while the Earth- 
quake lasted, and several of them were 
destroyed in the very Act; and indeed 
this Place has been one of the Ludest 
in the Christian World, a sink of all 
filthiuess, and a mere Sodom." 


Old Port Royal lies buried beneath 


the sea. 
The present town of Port 


Koyal, a place of no importance except 
as a coaling station, was built after 
the earthquake, a fire and a landslide 
having destroyed the few bouses left 
standing. 


Kingston was not founded until the

We luul gone out to the Solidur reefs, 


fifty iuile-5 to the south of Ceylon, to 
capture if possible a living specimen of 
the octopus or devilfish for the lioin- 
bay museum. After arriving and an- 
choring the bark a safe distance from 
the reefs we pulled in with the yawl to 
look for signs of the prey we wore 
after. We hnd every reason to believe 
that he was "at home'' in a shallow 
cave at the base of a big rock, but we 
had orders not to go too close. 


Next morning two boats approached 


the rocks from opposite sides, and Pro- 
fessor (jriuishiiw, who had charge of 
the expedition,, landed to make a close 
inspection. Our approach was made as 
silently as possible; and the professor 
removed bis boots before 
landing. 


There was no danger of the octopus 
running away if he was there, but wo 
had some plans to lay in advance. Aft 
er some spying about he was located in 
the cavern spoken of. and the professor 
was dismayed at the size of the crea- 
ture. lie had counted five great tenta- 
cles, and the bulk of the octopus was 
that of a big barrel. It was decided 
tiiat its feeding time would be about 
high water, and at low water it might 
come out to lie on the rocks or swim in 
the channel. It was for low water we 
waited, and before the tide had run 
out we landed on the rock again and 
stretched two large fish nets across it 
and weighted them at the corners with 
stones to prevent their being carried 
away. 


lu the channel we stretched other 


nets, and at dead low water we hai'led 
off to, see if anything would occur. 
Something did. The octopus decided 
to take a little ramble, and be came 
down the channel towaid our flotilla. 
When he reached the net and found 
his progress checked he was f»rious 
in an instant and did just what we 
hoped he would do. lie seized it and 
began pulling and hauling, and in a 
minute or two he was all tangled up. 
For the next quarter of an hour \\e 
were treated to a rare exhibition. No 
whale could have made the fuss that 
monster did. In his struggles he threw 
water twentv feet high and for fifty 
feet around him, and now and then he 
raised an arm high in the air and 
swept it around him like a flail and 
with such a swish as a limb would 
make in the hands of a giant. The 
net was of the strongest material, and 
when he ceased to struggle we realized 
that he was pretty well tangled up. 
We could do nothing more toward his 
capture just then, however, as the tide 
had turned, and he retreated to his 
lair, taking the nets with him anil 
making slow progress. 


At 8 o'clock next morning we landed 


on the rocks and found the nets all 
right. The professor 
had brought 


along a big squirt gun and a large jar 
of chloroform, and when all was ready 
we made a circuit to the west and got 
as near as we dared to the cavern and 
then began rolling stones into it. We 
had'not been at work over five minutes 
when the octopus was routed out AVe 
first saw one long tentacle shoot out 
of the water and .clutch the rock above, 
and then the creature slowly and la- 
boriously drew itself out. 


The net had been bitten and broken 


in many places, but still tangled about 
him so as to greatly hamper his move- 
ments. Of the five arms only one was 
entirely free. The monster must have 
thought the attack was being made on 
him from above, for he had no sooner 
caught sight of the spread nets than 
he went for them in a furious way. He 
was, of course, still further tangled up, 
and the exhibition of the previous day 
was nothing to this. 


Nothing living could have broken 


clear of that tangle, but we had a good 
idea of the creature's strength by the 
way he snapped ropes and cords here 
and there. With one free tentacle he 
picked up and hurled into the sea a 
loose .rock which two strong men could 
not have moved. 


It was a quarter of an hour before 


the octopus was so entirely tangled in 
the nets that he could struggle no 
more, and we waited at least ten min- 
utes before approaching him. Then the 
professor advanced with his squirt gun 
charged from the jar of chloroform. 
nnd its contents were shot full in the 
monster's face. In two minutes he lay 
ns if dead, and we th'-n got ropes and 
' straps and mndo him peruke. Now and 
then there was n shiver the full Icnuth 
of the tentacles, and we h:i<I to stand 
back while the professor repeated the 
dose, but at no tiino did th» octopus ro- 
min full consciousness. When nil was 
ready we put planks under the body 
nnd slid it down into the water, nnd 
after a bard two bours" work we got 
the mass aboard the bark and into a 
l»oic prepared in advance.
